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Citrus Budwood Certification 


What a Registered Tree Is—Purpose and Safeguards of Plan

pees new citrus certification 
program became a reality Nov. 12, 
1952, when the state Cabinet approved 
$12,000 to get it under way. 

The State Plant Board, through the 
cooperation of Commissioner of Agri- 
culture Nathan Mayo, and G. E. Cope- 
land, director of the citrus and vege- 
table inspection division, has opened 
an office in Room 110 of the Florida 
Citrus Building at Winter Haven to 
handle the budwood certification de- 
tails, 

Gerald G. Norman, assistant to the 
nursery inspector, is in charge of the 
project in the field. Mr. Norman’s 
mail address is Box 41, Winter Haven, 
and his telephone number is 44-451. 

The State Plant Board test plot 
where all trees being considered for 
registration are to be tested for psorosis 
and xyloporosis, is to be located 
in the Winter Haven area. B. E. Dan- 
iel, assistant nursery inspector, citrus 
budwood certification, is in charge of 
the test plot. 


Budwood Catechism 


Along the lines within which this 
invaluable program for registration of 
parent citrus trees and certification of 
citrus nursery stock in Florida will be 
carried on, the following series of 
questions and answers will be very 
helpful. 

1. What is the purpose of the citrus 
budwood registration program? 

It is to assist nurserymen to grow, 
and grove owners to obtain citrus 
nursery trees believed free from virus, 
such as psorosis, xyloporosis, and other 
recognizable diseases. 

At present the State Plant Board 
must go slow and limit the number of 
prospective parent trees to what can 
be inspected with our available person- 
nel and funds. 


2. What is a registered citrus tree? 


A. A Registered Parent Tree is one, 
not less than 10 years old that has been 
selected for its trueness to varietal 
type, productivity, freedom from dis- 
eased bark lesions, and that has been 
under observation and tests by in- 
spectors of the State Plant Board 
through at least two separate spring 
flushes of growth and found to be ap- 
parently free from known virus dis- 
eases. The adjacent trees immediately 
surrounding the tree being considered 
for registration are also kept under ob- 
servation and must be free from virus 
diseases. After the tree has met these 
rigid requirements, it is registered for 
five years, during which time it is kept 
under observation, and may serve as a 
source of disease-free budwood for the 
propagation of Registered Citrus nurs- 
ery Stock or Registered Scion Grove 
trees. 

B. A Registered Scion Grove Tree is 
one not less than 4 years old, propa- 
gated from a psorosis- and xyliporosis- 
free Registered Parent Tree in accord- 
ance with the regulations, and that has 
been registered with the State Plant 
Board as a source of Regisered Bud- 
wood. 


3. What safeguards are provided 
protect the purchaser? 

Buds are to be taken from each tre 
being considered for registration, ar 
budded into three sour orange seed 
lings and three Orlando tangelo seed 
lings in a special test plot operated b 
the State Plant Board. The leaves a: 
to be inspected regularly for symp 
toms of psorosis and other discernibl 
virus diseases, and the bark of the 
tangelo stocks for symptoms of xylo 
porosis. If no leaf symptoms of psoro: 
is appear in these test trees within two 
separate flushes, or in the parent tre¢ 
as Outlined in heading 2 above, it is 
registered as being apparently fre 
from psorosis. If no bark symptom: 
of xyloporosis develop on the tangelos 
in the test plot within four years, th« 
parent tree is also registered as ap 
parently free from xyloporosis. 

4. What evidence of registration 
will the nurser yman be able to furnis/y? 

When the parent tree is registered 
the nurseryman will be furnished a ce: 
tificate of registration by the nursery 
inspector showing owner, registration 
number of tree, the variety, and its 
location. 

3. What is a registered nursery tre 

A Registered Nursery Tree is on 
grown from budwood taken from a 
Registered Parent Tree or from a Reg 
istered Scion Grove Tree. Budwood 
must be taken from the parent tree in 
the presence of the State Plant Board 
inspector or of another nurseryman 
participating in the registration pro 
gram and deputized by the State Plant 
Board for that purpose. 

6. Will each registered nursery tre 
have an identifying tag? 

Yes. Each will have attached to it 
by the State Plant Board inspector, a 
metal tag bearing the official State Seal 
and stating that the tree is registered 
The tag cannot be opened without de 
stroying it. 

7. Can nursery trees budded from 
registered mursery trees be sold a 
registered nursery stock? 

No. All budwood for state registered 
nursery stock must be taken direct 
from registered parent trees or from 
registered scion grove trees. 

8. Will there be a source of regi 
tered budwood available for nursery 
men who do not have trees to re gister, 
or trees that meet registration require 
ments? 

Yes. Finding disease-free trees for 
budwood is going to be a slow, hard 
job but nurserymen should make every 
effort to locate such trees as soon a: 
possible. The Citrus Experiment Sta 
tion at Lake Alfred plans to register a 
many trees and varieties of citrus a 
possible, and will try to furnish bud 
wood in limited amounts to thos« 
nurserymen who need a source of 
registered budwood to enable them to 
start a registered scion grove. Bud 
wood may also be obtained from any 
other owner of registered parent treé 
if taken as prescribed by the regula 
tions.

H° MUCH WORK a garden tractor 
will do depends on the kind of 
job, conditions, size of the machine, 
its weight, and the operator. It also 
depends on the kind and number of 
attachments, Sometimes owners ex- 
pect too much; other owners never 
learn the full capacity of their tractors. 

Among the work most often done is 
plowing, cultivating and mowing. A 
2-horsepower tractor with 7-inch 
mouldboard plow will, on the average, 
turn over a tenth of an acre an hour. 
When the horsepower is increased to 3 
and the plow is 8 inches, the machine 
should handle a tenth of an acre in 40 
minutes. 

All such figures are based on favor- 
able conditions. The smaller tractors 
will do light plowing only—not more 
than 4 or 5 inches deep. Larger gar- 
den tractors are needed when condi- 
tions are difficult or for plowing heavy 
sod. 

Cultivation is perhaps the major job 
for which such machines are used. 

Every garden tractor owner needs a 
lawn-mowing attachment. Working 
capacity here varies with conditions, 
too, including size of engine and width 
of cut. 

The 1 h.p. garden tractor with 18- 
inch mower should cover about 3 acres 
a day. A 2 h.p. machine with two 
mower units of 18 inches each should 
mow about 6 acres a day. With a 5 
h.p. tractor handling three 18-inch 
mower units the area covered will run 
around 9 acres daily. 

Of even greater importance to many 
homeowners is the variety of jobs that 
can be accomplished with such a 
tractor. These will vary with the at- 
tachments available. One manufac- 
turer of a small garden tractor lists 66 
different tasks that can be done with 
his machine when fully equipped.

| pares Citrus Commission — has 
asked a change in the citrus code so 
that concentrators may put up ex- 
perimental packs of 5-to-1 frozen 
orange concentrate, a more highly con- 
centrated juice, that would be primar- 
ily for vending machines. 

It would be a more stable product, 
the Commission was told by scientists, 
than the 3-to-1 concentrate now 
served in dispensers. It was said that 
at 40 degrees the 3-to-1 juice is liable 
to become unstable after one to three 
days, but the 5-to-1 concentrate would 
last for 8 to 10 days at 40 degrees. 

The proposed amendment to the 
citrus code would require concen- 
trators to apply to the Commission for 
permission to pack a stated quantity 
of the 5-to-1 concentrate. They would 
put the word, Florida, on the contain- 
ers, and make a periodic report to the 
Commission on distribution and ac- 
ceptance of the product.

9. What is a registered scion grove? 

A grove of at least twenty and not 
more than 350 trees of any one variety 
grown from registered parent trees and 
registered as a source of registered 
budwood with the State Plant Board. 
It cannot be registered until it is four 
years old from date of planting in the 
grove. Only trees registered as being 
free from xyloporosis and psorosis may 
be used for registered scion grove trees. 

10. A word of caution. 


All growers of citrus nursery stock, 
whether they plan to participate in 
the budwood registration program or 
not, should begin now to select bud- 
wood trees that are apparently free 
from psorosis, because after there has 
been a reasonable period for this to be 
done the inspectors of the State Plant 
Board must start to prohibit the move 
ment of any citrus nursery trees show 
ing symptoms of that disease. The in 
spectors are now able to detect the 
disease in the young trees, and for the 
protection of the industry, must start 


as soon as possible to quarantine those 


trees showing symptoms of psoros 
The State Plant Board will endeavor 
assist any grower who requests ud 
locating and selecting citrus trees t 
budwood believed to be free of vit 
diseases, regardless of whether 

grower desires to participate in 

budwood registration program or n¢ 

11. Will there be a fee for regist 
ing citrus trees? 

Yes. The committee appointed t 
get this program under way decide 
that a fee should be charged in orde 
to keep out those growers not reall 
interested in the work. The fees ar¢ 
initial application: $25.00 regardle 
of the number of trees that you wish 
to put into the program. For registra 
tion: $10.00 per registered parent tre« 
$1.00 per tree for each registered scio: 
grove tree. There is no fee for r 
registration at the end of the first 
years, 

12. Will parent trees be tested for 
tristeza before registration? 

Yes. All prospective parent trees 
are to be tested on lime seedlings for 
tristeza symptoms before buds ar 
taken from them for testing in th 
Plant Board test plot tor psorosis and

at fh THE PRODUCTION race among 
citrus concentrate makers is not 
stopped and the flash heating of the 
concentrate to achieve volume output 
is continued by a few manufacturers 
to gain their goal, the quality of the 
product will gradually develop into a 
cooked pasteurized concentrate.” 

This warning was given by Dr. 
Ralph L. Miller, a leading citrus chem- 
ist, in Concen-Trends, Florida Citrus 
Exchange publication. Dr. Miller is 
research director for Plymouth Citrus 
Products Cooperative. 

Many housewives purchasing some 
brands of frozen orange juice concen- 
trate have complained that part of the 
contents of a can came out almost like 
jelly and would not mix with the 
liquid contents. 

Dr. Miller goes to the heart of this: 
“This will doom the citrus business to 
the same fate that was so evident be- 
fore frozen orange concentrate was 
manufactured. When concentrate was 
first produced it was enthusiastically

“But it didn’t take the concentrators 
long to learn that more pressure on the 
fruit or more efficient reaming would 
yield more gallons of juice per box. 
Then it was found that the juice, car- 
rying more peel-like substance, was 
harder to handle not only in processing 
but in the sales channels. 

“If it were allowed to warm up or 
was not kept completely frozen, it 
would jell in the can. When this hap- 
pened it was almost impossible to re 
constitute or mix with water. If it 
did mix it would settle to the bottom 
of the can and leave a clear liquid on 
top.” 

The problem was studied with great 
care. It was learned in the laboratory

tedious of all chores on the poultry 
farm is the cleaning, grading and 
packing of eggs. I really hadn’t given 


this much thought until it was 
brought to my attention by A. B. 
Clark of Clearwater. He has worked 
out a system by which he has cut the 
time spent on this chore to a minimum. 

Briefly his system is as follows: He 
has built a rack at a convenient height 
on which he can place several trays 
made of 1 x 2” framing with copper 
screen bottoms. He makes his own 
egg baskets with removable bottoms so 
it is not necessary to take the eggs out 
by hand. Instead he merely sets the 
basket on the tray, slides the bottom 
out a little and works the basket across 
the tray, letting the eggs roll out. I 
timed him and it took just 35 seconds 
to empty a basket of 200 eggs. 


Eggs Cool Quicker 

Cooling of the eggs is hastened be- 
cause they are spread over the screen 
bottom trays in one layer. This also 
allows for tray candling which is done 
by passing a 100-watt light under the 
trays. (Clark recommends a 75 watt 
light if the candling is done at night.) 

Clark sells all his eggs to a route 
man who does no further candling and 
he is well pleased with the quality. 
Since these were white eggs, blood 
spots and cracks showed up very well 
in candling. Brown eggs would present 
more of a problem. 

Cleaning the eggs takes the most 
time but usually less than 10 minutes 
per case. The eggs are cleaned by 
hand with sand paper and a clean, 
damp cloth. 

The eggs were graded by removing 
the extra large, then the mediums; all 
eggs left were then large. (Since all 
the birds were well along in produc- 
tion there were no small eggs). 
Through years of experience Clark 
grades mostly by sight, using the 
scales to check borderline eggs. 

Time Breakdown 

The final operation is casing the eggs 
after they have cooled sufficiently on 
the trays. 

A time break-down of the entire 
operation on a per dozen basis is as 
follows: 


Removing from basket: 2.1 seconds 
Tray candle: 3.5 seconds 
Clean: 29.0 seconds 
Size: 21.8 seconds 
Case: 16.1 seconds

The District encompasses all or parts of 17 coun- 
ties taking in approximately 35 percent of Florida’s 
entire population. 

Within the District boundaries are 15,500 square 
miles of territory, constantly subject to recurring 
extremes of too little or too much water. From 
above Titusville on the North, the District spreads 
to the South and West, covering nearly half the 
width of the state and dropping to a point well be- 
low Homestead. 

To fully appreciate the immensity of this propject 
and the value of its contribution to the economy of 
the state, it is necessary to have some understanding 
of early efforts at drainage and land reclamation, be- 
fore full realization that additional efforts toward 
flood control and water conservation must be under- 
taken if the rich agricultural areas of Central and 
South Florida are ever to be fully utilized. 

Before 1916 

Prior to 1916, most of the present agricultural 
areas of the Everglades and the pasturage and farm 
lands above Lake Okeechobee were under water a 
large part of the year. Heavy rainfall saturated the 
soil, filled lakes and streams until the flowage spread 
in sheets over vast areas to move slowly in the 
Southward direction of the land slope. This water 
remained on the lands for months at a time, render- 
ing them useless for all purposes. 

Far sighted engineers and soil experts knew 
long before this time that most of the lands under 
these waters had high productive qualities which 
could be utilized if the waters could be brought 
under control. That was a big “if”. 

Prior to 1907, some drainage and land reclamation 
work had been undertaken and, although a puny 
effort in the light of what needed to be accom- 
plished, this early work verified beliefs that the land 
was worth exhaustive effort to reclaim. 

Then, in 1913, the State Legislature created the 
Everglades Drainage District with authorization to 
begin draining and reclaiming lands in the Eastern 
half of the state from the lower Kissimmee River 
down to the Everglades. 

Although strictly a drainage and land reclamation 
project, with no effort or thought given to the nec-

As drainage efforts progressed it became apparent 
to engineers that land use was increasing out of 
proportion to reclamation work. With more lands 
drained and swiftly increasing use of lands, floods 
and drought began to take toll as the result of up 
setting nature’s water balance. 


In 1929, the Okeechobee Flood Control District 
came into existence as a joint state Federal project 
designed primarily to combine flood control and 
water conservation with drainage and land reclama 


tion work to restore the lost balance.

Thoughts for Foods 


By Lora Kiser 


‘A GOOD EGG’ 


N: WONDER we say “a good egg,” 
for it is just that. 


Eggs are among our best sources of 
protein rating along with meat and 
milk. They contain two of the B 
Vitamins (thiamine and _ riboflavin) 
plus Vitamins A and D. The egg yolk 
is rich in iron which is so essential for 
the red blood cells, and contains phos 
phorus and other minerals needed by 
the body. 

An egg a day is a good rule to fol- 
low, especially when eggs are plentiful. 
Children and pregnant and nursing 
mothers should have five or six eggs a 
week and adults four to five. 

Eggs should be stored under proper 
conditions. Keep them clean, covered, 
and cold. Don’t wash eggs until just 
before ready to use. Wipe off any 
soil with a damp cloth before putting 
them in the refrigerator. Eggs stored 
at room te m perature will lose quality 
rapidly. They u ill drop from an A 
toaC grade ina few days. 


Leftovers 

To keep leftover egg, place in a dish 
or cup and add just enough cold water 
to cover. Put egg whites in a jar or 
dish and cover tightly. Keep cold. 

Eggs, like other protein foods, must 
never be cooked at high temperatures. 
High heat causes them to become 
tough and leathery. Whether they 
are cooked in water, trying pan of 
oven, the temperature should stay even 
and be low to moderate. 

** Boiled eggs” should never Li boiled, 
but simmered gently. Likewise the 
water should never boil in a double 
boiler when custards or other egg mix 
tures are being cooked. Oven tem- 
peratures for egg dishes should not be 
above 350 F. 

Eggs can be used in many ways. A 
famous chef has said, “The egg is the 
cement that holds the castles of cook 
ery together.” 


As A Leaven 

They are used to leaven or lighten 
cakes and souffles, to thicken custards 
and sauces, to hold vinegar and oil to 
gether in mayonnaises; the whites to 
make cloudy soups clear and eggshells 
with some of the white to “settle mud 
dy coffee made over the camp fire.” 

Eat eggs cooked in the shell, fry, 
poach, bake, scramble, cream; make 
omelets; serve with vegetables; make 
souffles, puddings, custards; and use 
in cakes and pies. Cook, eat and en 
joy your share of a wonderful food.

Congress Approves 

The new plan was approved by Con- 
gress, the necessary state laws had been 
enacted and moneys appropriated by 
both state and Federal government to 
launch, in 1949, the first phase of this 
over-all plan. 

Because state officials, engineers and 
most landowners in the District be- 
lieved the below Lake Okee- 
chobee, taking in both the Glades agri- 
cultural section and the lowe: East 
required first attention, the 
Comprehensive Plan was divided into 
two parts,

The terrible disasters resulting from 
the 1926 and 1928 hurricanes, plus 
the more recent disasterous flood of 
1947 clearly indicated that the areas 
south of Lake Okeechobee and the low- 
er East coast stood more desperately in 
need of help, if only from a standpoint 
of preservation of life and to prevent 
total economic ruin. 

Since 1949, work has progressed 
rapidly and succesfully on this first 
phase of the Comprehensive Plan. 
There has been completed a 123-mile 
chain of levees, extending southward 
from Lake Okeechobee to a point just 
west of Homestead, which is designed 
to protect the East coast, urban and 
suburban areas from a repetition of the 
1947 floods. 
age canals, 


A network of new drain- 
pump structures 
and other works reach downward from 
the lake to lay controlling fingers over 
a strip of land half the width of the 
state,

These are a combination of flood 
control and water conservation works. 
The major water conservation effort, 
however, will be centered in Lake 
Okeechobee and three huge reservoirs 
extending, roughly, from just west of 
the Palm Beaches slightly southwest- 
ward to a point 
of Miami. 

With completion of the man-made 
structures and levees necessary to im-

plan will be near completion and im- 
mediate work will begin on the second 
phase north of Lake Okeechobee.

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The impounding of waters in the 
conservation areas will serve a dual 
purpose. In times of high waters, 
canals will carry excesses into the area. 
When dry periods come, the stored 
water will be available for irrigation 
and, equally important, will help to 
maintain underground water levels on 
the East Coast area. 

Encroachment of ocean salt water 
annually has become a more serious 
problem to the communities and vege- 
table and truck farmers of the East 
Coast. Water in the conservation 
areas will greatly diminish this prob- 
lem by seeping underground to force 
back salt intrusion. 

That both the early drainage efforts 
and the flood control and water con- 
servation of later years has given un- 
believable emphasis to increased use of 
land below Lake Okeechobee cannot 
be argued. It is equally certain that 
similar benefits will accrue to the 
economy of the areas north of Lake 
Okeechobee within scope of the Plan’s 
second phase. 

Over 301,920 Rich Acres 

For example, in 1947, there were 
161,760 acres of agricultural lands in 
the Everglades section actually in pro- 
duction. In 1952, this figure reached 
301,920 acres. The most pessimistic 
predictions are that by the end of 1953 
there will be more than 424,640 acres 
in use. 

Much has been and will be done un- 
der the plan of the Flood Control Dis- 
trict, but there remains a problem that 
can be answered only by the landown- 
ers and tax payers within the District. 

The entire project cannot reach 
maximum efficiency without local par- 
ticipation in building and maintain- 
ing a tributary, or secondary system of 
controls to connect with the major 
works of the Flood Control Disrict. 

To aid landowners in thoroughly 
understanding the vital need of their 
cooperation, the district only recently 
prepared a plan for a “Secondary Sys- 
tem of Water Control for the Ever- 
glades Agricultural Area.” 

This same plan will be equally neces- 
sary to the landowners and the dis- 
trict’s works when construction starts 
on the second phase of the project, 
north of Lake Okeechobee, in the 
Kissimmee and St. Johns river basins.

ondary controls, a network of auxiliary 
channels would be constructed to pro- 
vide access to the district’s main drain- 
age channels for now isolated smaller 
areas. The rights of way for these 
auxiliary connections through private 
properties and over state-owned high- 
ways would be provided by the dis- 
trict. Actual construction of the 
channels would be the responsibility of 
sub-drainage districts and individual 
land owners, using the state provided 
rights of way. 

In many areas throughout the proj- 
ect, there may be found farmers and 
cattle raisers with lands surrounded by 
larger holdings. These captive areas 
are behind the larger holdings which 
normally have access to the major 
canals and irrigation channels of the 
Flood Control District. The small 
owner has no way to reach the chan- 
nels for irrigation waters nor for drain- 
ing of excess waters. 

Land now entirely cut off from de- 
velopment because it has neither a 
cess to water nor means of ingress and 
egress for vehicular traffic will be 
opened for production. 

An important part of this secondary 
water control system is the planned 
construction of a widespread farm road 
system using the rights of way to be 
provided by the state-operated Flood 
Control District. 

With incorporation of the secondary 
system into the works of the major 
project, hundreds of thousands of acres 
of land undeveloped will be 
brought into production and other 
miles of lands now in a state of partial 
development can be fully exploited. 

There has aready been cited the 
phenomenal increases in acreage put to 
use in the ’Glades as a result of the 
flood control and water conservation 
efforts since 1949. 

And there are other impressive sta- 
tistics. 

For example, in Palm Beach county 
alone there was an estimated 35,000 
beef cattle in 1947. In 1952, there 
were 80,000 beef cattle. Today there 
is sufficient land under development as 
pasturage to maintain an increase of 
10,000 beef cattle per year for the 
next three years. 

Vegetable production in the "Glades 
area reached an all-time high in the 
1951-1952 season with the shipping 
of 20,067 cars—an increase of 20 per 
cent over the previous year and of 93 
percent over the 1947 season. 

Water control has encouraged the 
production of new types of crops in 
the region. Rice now covers 2,000 
acres with an additional 5,000 acres in 
prospect during the next 12 months. 


now 


Ramie—2,500 acres of it—is a 
comparatively new crop for the 
‘Glades. Last year there was a yield of 


3,000,000 pounds of ramie fiber, a 60 
percent increase over the year before. 

More than one million dollars have 
been invested in the last two years to 
plant 3,000 acres in kenaf—which in 
1952 produced 1,750,000 pounds of 
fiber. 

It has been conservatively estimated 
that the ratio of cost to benefits in the 
construction of the district’s works to 
date gives the areas affected a 4 to 1 ad- 
vantage. More optimistic evaluations 
by some government agencies have set 
this ratio as high as 10 to 12 dollars of 
benefits to one dollar of construction 
cost.

largely due to the guidance of Red 
Mounts, the county agent. Mounts 
has given much assistance on nutri- 
tional problems, land preparation, and 
selection of varieties to plant as well 
as helping newcomers with water 
problems. 
African Guinea Grass 

Twelve hundred acres of established 
African Guinea Grass on Indian Trail 
Ranch has won favor with most every- 
one who has seen it. This grass is 
somewhat like millet and a rapid 
grower. It is comparable to alfalfa in 
quality and production. Its high pro- 
tein, non-fibrous body makes it valu- 
able for dehydrating, or as green feed 
or hay. 

The grass possesses many other out- 
standing qualities such as resistance to 
frost, drought, insects and disease. 
The present plan, according to a 
spokesman for the ranch, is to use 
Guinea grass in a mixture with all oth- 
er grasses in future plantings. 

The original Guinea grass seed came 
from Africa. Indian Trail Ranch, 
after seeing what the grass would pro- 
duce at the Everglades Station, ordered 
100 pounds of seed from Africa 
through a New York house. Seed is 
now obtainable from Cuba and is 
bought in ton lots. One-and-one-half 
pounds of seed per acre is required for 
a good stand. The seed is about the 
size of carrot seed which take 400,000 
to make a pound. 

Dehydrating Plant 

A recently installed modern de- 
hydrating plant on Indian Trail Ranch 
has begun full scale operation. De- 
hydrating high protein feeds has be- 
come a desirable and profitable busi- 
ness in recent years. There is no place 
in the nation to which this type of 
operation is more adapted than the 
‘Glades section of Florida. 

Oats is another crop grown at Indian 
Trail Ranch in considerable volume. 
This crop, used in the manufacture of 
chlorophyl, is an excellent feed in the 
dehydrated, molassified or green stage. 
Should the chlorophyl market play 
out, oats can be easily disposed of 
through feed channels. 

Three distinct soils—sand, sandy 
muck, and muck are present on the 
ranch. This variety of soils under one 
management lends the operations to a 
multi-cropping system. The sand is 
adapted for certain crops, the sandy 
muck will grow grasses that won't 
thrive on sand alone. The muck will 
produce feed that will not grow on 
either sand or sandy muck. 

The natural drainage of Indian Trail 
Ranch and its location in respect to the 
main canal all aid in disposing of sur- 
plus water and in irrigating. A main 
canal runs along a side of the ranch 
furnishing maximum drainage. 

Over 500 head of top quality Here- 
fords from Texas were wintered at 
Indian Trail Ranch the past season. 
This type of cattle feeding may de- 
velop into a still larger enterprise when 
adequate frost-resistant pastures be- 
come available. 

The discovery of new crops high 
in protein plus the advent of the de- 
hydration plants all help solve one of 
the major problems in beef produc- 
tion—the problem of winter feed.

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res Chinch Bugs -- Pest of the Month 
rth By Lewis S. MAXWELI 
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5 CHINCH BUG is the number one 
enemy of our best lawn grass, St. 
Augustine. 

The damage the chinch bugs do is by 
piercing the grass blades or stems with 
their beaks and inserting a fluid that 
helps break down the cell walls so they 
can suck the juice. This material in- 
jected into the grass by chinch bugs is 
so toxic that even a few of the pest 
can kill out a lawn. 

Notice the picture of the blade of 
St. Augustine grass and observe the 
typical bug damage. Also notice the 
relative size of the chinch bugs to the 
blade of grass—they are very small. 
The adult is about % inch in length. 

One way to find chinch bugs is to 
cut the top and bottom from a can, 
force the can into the turf and fill 
with warm water. The chinch bugs 
will float to the surface. Chinch bugs 
when crushed between the fingers have

a buggy odor. 

A lawn disease, Piricularia, looks 
much like chinch bug damage, and 
can only be controlled with a fungi- 
cide. 

Control: Chinch bugs should be 
looked for continuously during warm 
weather and controlled as soon as any 
are found. 

Chlordane dust can be used on new 
lawns when the sod is still thin. It 
takes about 1 pound of 5% chlordane 
dust to each 10 x 10 ft. square of sod. 

In old thick sods a spray must be 
used, preferably one that contains a 
blend of two or more insecticides such 
as chlordane and DDT. It is well if a 
fungicide is included because many 
home owners think they are fighting 
chinch bugs when it is a disease that is 
killing their lawns. 

Dusts are most efficient if put on the 
grass and wet in. 





FLORIDA HOG DISEASE FROM 
MEAT FLOWN IN 

Infected meat flown for military 
consumption into Florida from other 
states is said to have led to the recent 
outbreak of the hog disease, vesicular 
exanthema, C. Paul Vickers, state vet- 
erinarian, reports. State inspectors 
have no way of checking meats 
brought in by air, Vickers said, add- 
ing, ‘‘all we can do is to ask coopera- 
tion.” 

Some 700 Florida hogs have been 
slaughtered as a result of the disease 
traced in one way or another to an- 
imals fed on military garbage. The 
disease does not attack human beings. 
Dr. Vickers said the situation, which 
has led to a loss of about $10,000 in 
Florida, is clearing up.

As a people we are indebted to the Agricultural Extension Service for our 
standard of living for farmer and consumer alike—better foods, better homes, a 
healthier people.

This progressively steps up the 
demand for food the key to which is agriculture. Farmers are constantly 
beset by insects. No great areas of virgin land are available for agrculture and 
this necessitates that larger returns must be obtained from the regions now under 
cultivation.

If insect 
losses are held to a minimum by the prescribed use of spraying and dusing equip- 
ment, and the pesticides the trade affords, everybody in agriculture will gain, and 
the ultimate consumer will profit, too.

In the same period in 27 states (including Florida) the amazing sum of 


$3,060,508,000 was subtracted from highway-user tax money. 

This amount would have built 9,000 miles of modern four-lane divided high- 
way at an average cost of $34,000 per mile. 

If highw ay construction cost $34,000 per mile in Florida, that sum divided 
into the diverted $260,868,000 mentioned in the first paragraph, would have 


built about 767 miles of four-lane highway in the Sunshine State.

INDIGO 
OW MANY PEOPLE can recall 
memories of the family indigo 


dye pot of a couple generations ago? 

That odoriferous article usually kept 
in one of the out-buildings furnished 
the deep blue for our home-produced 
yarns of cotton or wool. 

The production of this dye was once 
a major agricultural industry in the 
South, until the natural product was 
replaced with the synthetic article. 

When Colonel Lucas was recalled to 
the British army, and stationed in the 
West Indies, he left his Wappoo plan- 
tation near Charleston, S$. C., in the 
care of his 16-year-old daughter Eliza. 
Knowing his daughter’s fondness for 
experimenting with plants, he sent her 
some seeds of indigo, a crop just then 
receiving some attention in the British 
West Indies. 

By trial and error Miss Lucas learned 
how to grow the plants under the 
climate conditions of South Carolina 
and in 1745 had a crop ready for mak 
ing the dye. Her father sent her a 
man supposed to be skilled in dye man 
ufacture, but he proved unreliable and 
of little use. Miss Lucas continued 
her experiments until she had mastered 
the art of fermentation and dye ex 
traction. 


Major Crop 

Indigo was quickly taken up as a 
major crop and $140,000 worth of the 
dye was shipped to England from the 
harvest of 1747. This plant quickly 
spread to other Colonies and the vol 
ume of export reached a million pounds 
a year before the Revolution. 

With the coming of the English to 
Florida in 1763, indigo production ex 
panded rapidly into the new province, 
and plantations were started along thi 
East Coast as far south as Neu 
Smyrna, and up the St. Johns river to 
Lake Monroe north of Sanford. It was 
the major crop in the Florida planta 
tion development of that period. 

With the Revolutionary War the 
planting of this crop declined to a 
small amount for domestic use. The 
English market was closed to all the 
Colonies except Florida, and the shil 
ling-a-pound bonus paid for indigo 
grown in this country was no longer 
available. 


Florida Plantings End 

With the end of the Revolution 
Florida was returned to Spanish con- 
trol and all indigo plantations in the 
state were abandoned. 

However, a fragment of the indus- 
try was kept alive in South Carolina 
until the Civil War. 

Whitney’s invention of the cotton 
gin in 1793 made cotton a more profit 
able crop than indigo, and the planta- 
tions were changed over to raise the 
material for fabrics and other com- 
mercial uses. 

In 1951 this writer found two indi- 
go plants growing at the site of the 
Earl of Egmont’s plantation on Amelia 
Island south of Fernandina, Florida— 
survivors of the now forgotten indus- 
try of 170 years ago.
